a housing; 

a cover having at least one cover cutout; 

at least one symbol plate adapt e d to removably attached to said 
housing in at least two orientations relative to said housing, the at least two 
orientations including a first position, and a second position that is 90 
degrees to the first position; and 

a deluxe plate having at least one deluxe plate cutout; wherein said at 
least one symbol plate includes a visual representation of at least one 
symbol, said cover is adapted to attachably engage said housing with said 
at least one symbol plate disposed between said cover and said housing, 
when said cover is engaged with said housing, the at least one cover 
cutout is oriented to expose the visual representation of the at least one 
symbol, said deluxe plate is adapted to attachably engage said housing 
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with said at least one symbol plate and said cover disposed between said 
deluxe plate and said housing, and wherein, when said deluxe plate is 
engaged with said housing, the at least one deluxe plate cutout is oriented 
to expose the visual representation of at least one symbol; wherein said 
housing includes at least one slot, and said at least one symbol plate 
includes at least one tab adapted to attachablv engage said at least one 
slot.

a housing; 

a cover having at least one cover cutout;

representation of at Yeast one symbol, said at least one symbol plate 
includes at least one symbol plate cutout that provides the visual 
representation of the at least one symbol said housing includes a light 
source that emits light waves, of at least one color, and that pass through 
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at least a portion of the at least one symbol plate cutout when said at least 
one symbol plate is attached to said housing, said cover is adapted to 
attachably engage said housing with said at least one symbol plate 
disposed between said cover and said housing, when said cover is engage 
with said housing, the at least one cover cutout is oriented to expose the 
visual representation of the at least one symbol, said deluxe plate is 
adapted to attachably engage said housing with said at least one symbol 
plate and said cover disposed between said deluxe plate and said housing, 
and wherein, when said deluxe plate is engaged with said housing, the at 
least one deluxe plate cutout is oriented to expose the visual representation 
of the at least one symbol; 

wherein said housing includes at least one slot, and said at least one 
symbol plate includes at least one tab adapted to attachabiv engage said at 
least one slot.
